RUNNING THE BLOCKADE. 
Admiral Tryon’s war-ships—the Iris, Warspite, 
Hero, and Severn—ran the blockade,,and eluded 
pursuit, on Friday night, Aug. 3. All were dis- 
guised- 一 the funnels, ‘hulls, and spars being 
blackened. After they had got clear away there 
was heavy and continuous firing, and as the mist 
cleared, Bantry Bay was all ablaze with the elec- 
tric light. About the same time some of the 
vessels blockaded at Lough Swilly also succeeded 
in evading the forces under Admiral Baird's 
command. As a correspondent states, the 
movements of the Trish fleet have put the 
defending squadron in a dilemma, and no doubt 
are a cause of great discomfort to Admiral Baird. 
On Sunday morning five large ships of war, 
apparently the Northumberland, Admiral Baird’s 
flag-ship, the Monarch, Conqueror, Active, and 
Northampton, were sighted off Holyhead, steer- 
ing northward from Milford Haven. The fast 
cruiser Archer put into Holyhead, to accompany 
four torpedo-boats which put in for instructions, 
and. to. be coaled and watered. During the 
afternoon the Archer, accompanied by two 
torpedo-boats, left the harbour, and followed 
the large vessels. 

From another correspondent we learn that 
A.M.S. Calypso, one of the vessels which ran 
the blockade of Lough Swilly,

during the Friday night, and succeeded in 
capturing the town. A party of marines and 
bluejackets, in charge of Lieutenant Pakenham, 

landed between eleven and twelve 0’ clock, 

having previously boarded the yacht Gladys, 

and pressed the owner, Mr. Glen Collins, to 

act as guide. The party marched through the 

main streets, halting occasionally before the 
principal public buildings and the residences 

of the sheriff and other prominent citizens, 

and writing in chalk on the front doors the 

word ‘““ Taken.” Arriving ‘at the Provost's 
residence, a cordon was formed round the | 
house, and the surrender of the town was 
formally demanded. ‘The Provost’s son, who is 
a Volunteer, attempted to escape in order to 
raise an alarm, but was observed, and made 
prisoner. The invaders then fired a couple of 
volleys in token of victory, after which they 
proceeded to knock up the Sheriff, from whom a 
yansom of £100,000 was demanded. ' The next 
official visited was the chief Custom House officer, 
and the papers and cash in his possession were 
marked as captured. 


GREENOCK ‘BOMBARDED. 

Between eleven and twelve o'clock last Sunday 
morning H.M.S Spider, one of Admiral Fitzroy’s 
squadron, steamed up the Clyde at a rapid rate 
and bombarded. Greenock without opposition. 
The Spider first directed attention to the Coast- 
guard station at Greenock, and then proceeded 
to demolish the fort at the west end of Greenock, 
which is occupied by a number of Royal 
Engineers. Most of the men were at church, 
and not a shot was fired in’ return at the I 
Spider. The latter then attacked the steamers 
Clan Drummond and Priam, outward bound, 
and afterwards bombarded_ the vessels being 
constructed im the shipbuilding. yards;- the 
Custom House, and the shipping in harbour. 
H.M.S. Squirrel, coastguard cutter, surrendered. 

The. Lord Provost of Glasgow, Sir James King, 
received an official letter from Lieutenant Foley, 
commanding the Spider, that he was on Sunday 
destroying the shipping and public buildings 
of Greenock, but that he had too small a 
force: to requisition Glasgow. The tele- 
graph-office was shut until four o’clock, so that 
hours. elapsed before the Admiralty could be 
communicated with. A telephonic message 
came from Greenock to Glasgow Queen’s Dock 
to sink the large steamer Siberia in the river to 
prevent the approach of the p aler which was 
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seen at four o’clock on Sunday afternoon steam- 
ing down the Sound of Kilbrannah to evade the

THE REV. MAURICE STACK’S PLEA. 


“Each flooding,” wrote the Rev. Maurice 
Stack, Vicar of St. John’s, Isle of Dogs, in the 
parish magazine more than two years ago— 
“each flooding varies in degree, but not in 
effect—ruin, disease, and death follow each.” 
“No doubt,” he continues, “my readers will 
ask why this is allowed ; why do not the sufferers 
move in the matter? I reply that for twenty 
years they have complained, protested, depu- 
tationised, and all to no purpose.” ‘* For twenty 
years we have been the shuttlecock of the ‘Local’ 
and ‘ Metropolitan’ Boards.” 

Anyone desiring a really striking illustration 
of the pre-eminent merits of our present London 
government could hardly have done better than 
have gone, last week, and see the results of 
this game of shuttlecock—say, for instance, 
in Stepondale - street, Christchurch, Isle of 
Dogs. “It ’s downright cruel” said one 
woman, on the evening of July 31, as she stood 
in her little back room and surveyed the wreck of 
her property. ‘‘ Every bit o’ bedding and all my 
clothes were soaked through. Even the child’s 
clothes I found floating about in the filth, and, 
poor little chap, he have had to sit up-stairs all 
day with a bit o’ something wrapped round him 
while I could dry his knickerbockers and things. 
And jest look ’ere. What can I do with it?” 
She threw open the back room of the basement 
floor, and there was her bedstead seemingly stuck 
fast in a thick layer of slimy black mud, and her 
bit of carpeting and rug quite buried in 1t. 

About half-past five on Monday evening, 

j) July 30, the tremendous downpour of rain began 
| B to make its way through the miserable roof 
above, and before long had actually washed down 
large portions of two ceilings, and had come 
| dripping through or to her bed in the basement, 
while through the boards below the sewage and 
rainfall combined oozed up to a depth of nearly 
three feet. In several cases the storm-water from 
the sewers had risen over the tops of their fire- 
grates, their furniture had been floating about, 
and, what with the leaking roofs above and the 
floods below, there really seemed but few of the 
people who had not suffered the most serious 
damage to their property.

Sir,—The storm and consequent floods on Monday have 
had disastrous effects in Poplar, more especially in the Isle 
of Dogs district. The neighbourhood is a poor one, many 
are out of ST ば Pe and numbers have lost everything 
in the floods, en the storm burst, the sewage rapidl 
rushed up through the drains into the dwellings to a depth 
of several feet. There was no time to save anything. 
Bedding, furniture, food, and clothing were in a few 
moments floating about in tilthy sewage matter, being in very 
many cases utterly destroyed. The subsidence of the flood 
also has left in their homes a thick evil- smelling 
deposit. It is only six weeks ago that the district 
was visited with a similar flood of sewage, and the con- 
dition of these poor people is a pitiable one; and unless 
ry 3 is done quic for their relief, disease and 
death will be the inevitable result in many cases. The 
number of sufferers and the hopelessness and helplessness 
of their condition is appalling, and we earnestly appeal to 
the charitable public on their behalf to assist us with means 
to help to tide over this period of dire distress. The state 
of the dwellings of the papo is such that a large and 
immediate distribution of coal is an absolute necessity, 
and has been to-day commenced. It will be requisite 
also to supply other necessaries in many cases; 
and, so far as funds will permit, some of the clothing, 
furniture and bedding destroyed will be laced. A 
local working relief committee has been formed, and is at 
work investigating cases, and we shall be glad to receive 
contributions which will, without any expense of manage- 
ment, be devoted exclusively to the relief of the sufferers.—

FACTORY AND 
LOSS OF TWO LIVES. 


We cross from the east to the south-west of 
London. At 1.59 p.m. on Friday, Aug. 3, a 
terrible explosion, attended by fatal results in 
two instances and severe injuries in two other 
cases, occurred on the works of Mr. H. J. 
Cadwell, toy firework maker, situate in South 
Fields, Merton-road, Wandsworth. At the time 
of the occurrence the hands, principally women, 
were absent at dinner. The force of the explo- 
sion was heard for a considerable distance, and 
summoned many of the employés, who were 
temporarily absent from their work, and a large 
number of strangers. 

By police telephone manual engines were 
attracted to the spot from the Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade stations at Wandsworth and Tooting, 
and steamers from Battersea and Clapham, but 
all danger from fire had in the meantime been 
prevented by the workpeople and strangers. The 
explosion, there is no doubt, originated in a shed 
used as the cutting shop. Three shed buildings 
were affected by the explosion, and there was 
scarcely a portion of each structure more than a 
foot in length when the wreck was afterwards 
examined. From the position of one of the 
unfortunate girls who met with her death, it is 
thought she must have been standing at the door 
of the shed, where she was found in a terrible 
condition, and the other victim (her sister) was 
discovered not far away mutilated in a fearful 
manner. J 

Im the course of the afternoon a Government 
inspector was present, and an intimation of the 
occurrence was forwarded to Colonel Majendie, 
pending whose visit to the scene the wreck will 
not be disturbed. Superintendent Hamlyn thus 
reports the damage to Captain Shaw :—‘‘ Three 
timber buildings, each of one floor: one, about 
12 ft. by 10 ft. (used as cutting shop), and con- 
tents destroyed by explosion; one, about 8 ft. by 
8 ft. (used as store), and contents buxmed and 
fallen down ; and the other, about 12 ft. by 10 ft. 
(used as dipping shop), and contents severely 
damaged by explosion and fire. Lizzie and Eliza 
Thornton, aged respectively twenty-one and 
nineteen years, killed. Rose Sawyer, aged 
twenty-one, and Lucy Harwood, aged nineteen 
years, severely burned and taken to an infirmary.” 

Poor Lucy Harwood died on Sunday at the 
infirmary of the Wandsworth and Clapham 
Union, where her arm had been amputated. 
The mother of the two deceased Thorntons has 
four children living. Her circumstances are 
very straitened, and a local subscription for her 
benefit has been started.

GRACE DARLING’S SUCCESSORS. 


Tux two daughters of the lighthouse - keeper 
Ingram, who rendered such efficient aid to their 
father and his heroic comrade, John Milne, in 
saving the survivors of the pleasure - party 
aboard the Mona’s Isle, in Douglas Bay, Isle 
of Man, on the Twenty-seventh of July last, 
seem to have well deserved the Coroner’s de- 
scription of them as “the Grace Darlings of the 
Head.” ‘They made their way down the perilous 
rocks, and stood in the roaring surge with their 
ladders and ropes, while Milne, at imminent risk 
ot his life, rushed into the sea and brought out 
first one, and then another, of the drowning 
men, Messrs. Moon, Griffiths, and Christian, the 
survivors of the boating party of young Man- 
chester men. 

The navigation of Douglas Bay is peculiarly 
treacherous, owing to the suddenness with which 
squalls spring up in rounding the Head. The 
sun was shining and the sea calm when the 
party of six young men, mostly tourists on a 
summer holiday, rowed away in their stout craft 
of the gig class for Port Soderick, some four or 
five miles distant; but before they had reached 
their destination bad weather set in, and in 
pulling back they encountered a sea that no boat, 
in the opinion of the harbour-master, could have 
lived through even with the most experienced of 
captains. + 

The boat, in spite of all efforts, was swamped. 
Three of the occupants were drowned, and ail 
would undoubtedly have perished but for the 
prompt and courageous assistance of the light- 
sees, men and the two young women. ‘The 
suggestions that a steam-launch should be at

FATAL RAILWAY COLLISION. 
SIX PERSONS KILLED. 

A TERRIBLE collision occurred last Monday night 
between og ge Wick and Kingston - on- 
Thames, on the South - Western ompany’s 
system, resulting in the immediate death `of 
four persons, and the subsequent death of one 
if not two others, and the serious injury of 
eight or ten. The excursion traffic was exception- 
ally heavy, but all this had been got over safely, 
and at a late hour, ona branch line, and with an 
ordinary train this casualty befell. The cause of 
the collision is clear. The si on duty 
in the Kingston Junction signal-box allowed the 
driver of a light engine to proceed towards 
Twickenham on the wrong line, and when 
Hampton Wick was almost reached the engine 
dashed into the 10.50 p.m. down pa r train 
as it was entering that station, telescoping some 
of the carriages and causing terrible havoc. 

The crash was tremendous, and was heard 
nearly a quarter of a mile off. The engines 
appeared to paw each other like living monsters, 
and then one mounted the other, crashing with 
the attached guard’s van right on to the foremost 
passenger-carriage. The driver of the passenger 
train, William Pacey, was dug out of the ruins 
ina terrible condition, and died within two hours 
of the collision. His stoker was dreadfully 
mangled, and when extricated was quite dead. 
Mrs. Figg, of Norbiton, who was returning from 
a day’s outing with her husband and two 
daughters, had her legs and chest crushed, and 
sustained other injuries, from which she died 
early on Tuesday morning. Mrs. Mindhall, of 
Teddington, was killed on the spot, and her 

ee who was sitting near to her, was 


seriously injured.

BIRMINGHAM: 
MURDER OF, A SWEETHEART. 

At Birmingham Assizes last Saturday, before 
Mr. Justice Wills, George Nathaniel Daniels, 
aged thirty, printer’s porter, was charged with 
the wilful murder of Emma Elizabeth Hastings, 
on April14. The deceased lived with her parents 
at the Golden Elephant Inn, Castle-street, and 
the prisoner had been keeping company with 
her. On the evening of April 14 he went to the 
house as usual, and found Hastings plaiting her 
sister’s hair. He kissed her, and then walked 
behind her and shot her twice with a revolver. 
The defence was hereditary homicidal insanity, 
and witnesses were called to prove that prisoner’s 
father and uncle had attempted to commit 
suicide. The jury, however, found the prisoner 
guilty, and, amidst a painful scene, he was sen- 
tenced to death. 


CHARGE OF MURDER. 

John Higgins, joiner, was brought up at Ashby- 
de - la - Zouche on Monday, charged with the 
wilful murder of James Bowler, a clay miner, at 
the village of Smisby. A quarrel took place at a 
public-house on Saturday, and the prisoner en- 
couraged two men to fight. The deceased tried 
to persuade the men to desist, when the prisoner 
drew a knife and stabbed Bowler in the groin, 
inflicting a deep wound which severed the main 
artery. Death resulted from hemorrhage before 
medical assistance could be procured. The 
prisoner was remanded in custody. 


MRS. GORDON BAILLIE AGAIN. 


Mrs. Annie Frost, otherwise known as Mrs. 
Gordon Baillie, was brought up last Monday 
before the Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Denman on a writ of habeas corpus, and was 
admitted to bail. 


ABDUCTION OF AN HEIRESS. 


Oscar Möller, about twenty-five years of age, 
described as a waiter, and a native of Germany, 
was brought before the Queenstown Magistrates 
last Saturday on a transmit warrant granted to 
Inspector Moore, Scotland-yard, who had arrived 
to convey him to London, where he will be tried 
for the abduction of Elsa Elias, aged seventeen 
years, who is entitled to a fortune ot £50,000. She 
isa daughter of the late Mr. Henry. Elias, the well- 
known brewer of New York, who died about 
seventeen months ago, leaving over a quarter of 
a million pounds sterling. The young lady at 
the time of the abduction was residing with her 
mother, who has three other children, in Cassel, 
Germany, where she has been since the death of 
her husband. Möller, it seems, was arrested for 
the abduction in Germany, but managed to 
escape, bringing the heiress with him, and suc- 
ceeded in evading the police until Queenstown 
was reached. When arrested on board the Ohio 
last Thursday week they were travelling as 


husband and wife under the name of Buttner.. 


Mr. Samuel Huttmeyer, barrister, New York, 
guardian of the children, arrived at Queenstown 
on Saturday, and took the young lady under his 
care back to London. Thė prisoner was brought 
up at Bow-street, on Monday, and remanded. 


THE REVOLVER NUISANCE. 


On Bank Holiday, at the Westminster Police- 
court, Antonio Corsi, nineteen, an Italian, giving 
an address in Arthur - street, Chelsea, and 
described as an artist’s model, was charged with 
assaulting Alfred Simpson, a painter, by present- 
ing a loaded revolver at him at the Royal Oak 
beerhouse, in the Fulham-road. Mr. D’Eyncourt 
said that the charge of presenting the revolver 
failed, but a half-drunken man flourishing a 
loaded revolver was most dangerous.

Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” to commence his Lyceum 
season with. It is one of the most lugubrious 
and horrible pieces the stage has ever seen. Still, 
in the double part of the ill-conditioned and 
haunted Dr. Jekyll, and of his indescribably 
repulsive worse-half, Mr. Hyde, a veritable 
human tiger, Mr. Mansfield made such an unmis- 
takable “ hit” that it was at once admitted that 
the fame he had secured for this peculiarly vivid 
creation in America was wholly deserved by his 
originality and force. Indeed, everyone in- 
terested in the modern stage must make it a 
point to see and to gauge this remarkable 
and unique representation of a psychological 
monstrosity for himself or herself. The plot is 
simplicity itself. Dr. Jekyll, fortunate in having 
won the affections of a sweet English girl, Agnes 
Carew, has the misfortune to be haunted by a 
“ skeleton in his cupboard > in the shape of a 
fiendish embodiment of the animal part of his 
nature, which takes the alias of Hyde, and is an 
epitome of the worst passions of mankind. The 
most terrible scene is in the first act. It takes 
place in the luxurious morning-room of Sir 
Danvers Carew’s country-house. Barely has the 
pallid and haunted Dr. Jekyll exchanged 
affectionate salutes at parting for the 
night with his fair young betrothed 一 hardly 
has he disappeared from the loving gaze of 
his fond sweetheart down the garden-walk, 
when the mystic change takes place, and 
Dr. Jekyll is transformed into the monster Hyde. 
He appears in the shape of an ugly and mur- 
derous tramp at the window, his repulsive and 
distorted features shadowed by thickly matted 
hair, his fingers changed to the claws of a beast 
of prey, a shambling limp and gorilla-like jump 
having taken the place of Dr, Jekyll’s erect and 
staid walk. This revolting wild beast of a ciea- 
ture, Hyde, bursts like a tiger into the room, and 
demands that the General shall produce his 
daughter. Upon the General refusing, Hyde 
springs at him with tigerish ferocity, pulls him 
to the ground, and throttles him, then hurries 
to the window in time to gloat over the 
daughter’s horror at the sight of her father’s 
corpse. The rest of the play is taken up 
with the search for the murderer, and with 
Mr. Mansfield’s wonderfully minute delineation 
of the conscience - stricken Jekyll on the one 
hand, and of his terrible other self on the other 
hand. Recollection of this powerful young 
actor’s flight, as Hyde, to his Soho den; of his 
instantaneous transformation in the housé of Dr. 
Lanyon from the hideous Hyde to ‘he pallid 
Dr. Jekyll; and of his culminating de«th-seene 
in his own cabinet, where he ends his Gufferings 
by poison, will not easily fade from the memory. 
Mr. Mansfield richly merited the storm of applause 
he gained; and at the end showed the gratitude he 
entertained towards Mx.

whom she had nursed back to life in Egypt; 
and of the tragic close of the vendetta on the 
wedding-day ot the Corsican heroine and her 
English lover, was enacted so clearly and so well 
that, on the fall of the curtain, Miss Sophie 
Eyre was enthusiastically called before the cur- 
tain to receive a well-won tribute of applause.

BALDWIN’S LEAPS. 
Mr. Batpwin made another ascentinto 
“ cloudland,” and descent therefrom, 
last Saturday. There were about 
35,000 people present on Muswell-hill 
when Mr. Baldwin (whose courageous 
performance was depicted in the last 
Issue of Zhe Penny Illustrated Paper) 
stepped into his rope-car and gave the 
word ‘‘ Go.” The balloon at first 
ascended in a perfectly straight line, 
but presently. it was seen to take a 
south-easterly course. It stillascended, 
and it became apparent that all was not 
right ; the balloon continued 1ts career, 
and there was still no sign of the per- 
former taking his leap, and a very 
anxious moment, indeed, was spent by 
the spectators, who began to fear the 
worst. All uncertainty, however, was 
dispelled when the performer, who 
now looked 
A MERE SPECK IN THE HORIZON. 

was seen to be rapidly descending in a 
perfectly straight line, his parachute 
unopened. After falling in this way 
some 200 feet, the wind expanded the 
parachute, and carried it and its occu- 
pant away over the fields a distance of 
two miles. He alighted in perfect 
safety on a piece of waste ground close 
to the Wesleyan Chapel, Wood-green. 
When Baldwin was brought back to 
the palace grounds a perfect ovation 
awaited him. He explained that he 
had ascended 3000 feet. It was not his 
intention of going so high, but the rip 
cord had slipped its position, and Mr. 
Baldwin could not open the valve of 
the balloon to allow the gas to escape, 
consequently he had to abandon the 
balloon to its fate in the same way as 
he did on the previous Saturday. 

MAJOR TEMPLER TAKES A LESSON. 

Prior to the ascent, Mr. Baldwin 
explained to Major Templer (who had 
been sent by the War-Office authorities) 
the nature of the invention, and main- 
tained that it could be, to a certain 
extent, steered in any direction. Itis 
stated that Mr. Baldwin’s operations 
are being watched with great interest, 
not only by those at the head of our War 
Department, but by foreign Govern- 
ments, some of whom have arranged 
for special reports, by competent men, 
to be sent to them. On Saturday a 
number of scientific men went to 
Musweli-hill especially to report 
officially. 

ON BANK HOLIDAY, 
Baldwin’s marvellous “ Drop from the 
Clouds” was, unquestionably, the 
event of the day at the Alexandra 
Palace, and was no doubt the secret 
of the abnormally iarge attendance. 
The fugitive balloon which was lost on 
Saturday, and had been since picked 
up near Calais, had not arrived in time 
for Monday’s performance, and the 
ascent was consequently made in a 
balloon belonging to Mr. Simmons, 
the aeronaut. The feat was accom- 

lished in less than two minutes, Mr. 

aldwin rising to the height of a little 
over 1000 feet in 40 seconds, and 
coming down in his parachute in 
61 2-5 sec. He landed in the Palace 
grounds, within 150 yards from the 
spot from which he ascended, the 
balloon, from which the gas had been 
allowed to escape, having reached the 
ground before him. ‘The performance, 
which was witnessed by large crowds 
of persons both inside and outside the 
palace grounds, was accomplished just 
ee showers were beginning to 
all. 


A COLONEL GORED TO DEATH 
BY A STAG. 


ON Aug. 3 an inquest was held at 
Putteridge Park, near Luton, into the 
death of Colonel Sowerby, who was 
gored by a pet stag. It appeared that 
a young gentleman named Mr. Herbert 
L. Sworder, of West Mill, Buntington, 
drove to Putteridge, accompanied by 
his cousin, Miss Sworder, for the 
purpose of photographing the herd of 
red deer in Putteridge Park. While 
they were proceeding to the park for 
this purpose Colonel Sowerby showed 
them one of his tame deer, a buck of 
the Egyptian spotted breed, which was 
in an enclosure near the house. Mr. 
Sworder was behind a tree undoing his 
camera, when, hearing an exclamation 
from his cousin, he turned round, and 
saw the stag had got the Colonel down 
on the ground and was goring him with 
its horns. He immediately jumped over 
the fence, at the same time shouting 
for help, and caught hold of the deer’s 
antlers, by which the Colonel was 
pinned to the ground. After a struggle 
the animal bolted back, but Colonel 
Sowerby was unable to rise. The stag 
then came at them again, and Mr. 
Sworder caught it by the antlers, and 
managed to hold it until assistance 
arrived, after which he and several 
other men threw the deer over the 
fence. The injured gentleman was 
carried into the house, but died soon 
afterwards, having been wounded in 
several places. The jury returned a 
verdict of death from injuries acci- 
dentally received, and added an ex- 
pression of opinion that Mr. Sworder 
had behaved very pluckily. 


TERRIBLE NEW YORK FIRE. 
TWENTY BURNT TO DEATH. 


The incidents of the latest great fire in 
New York are terrible in the extreme. 
It was caused by the mere upsetting of 
a lamp in the Bowery. Its result is 
that many lives have been lost, and 
that many others have been injured. 
It was impossible to escape by 
the fire-escapes, the flames leaping 
through the windows. From the 
People’s Palace a ladder was thrown 
across to the burning house. Over this 
pell-mell the people—most of them 
Polish Jews—clambered. The terror 
and screams of those who remained 
behind when it was seen that this 
means of escape was cut off were 
appalling. ‘There was the only means 
of escape left—a desperate one— 

TO LEAP TO THE GROUND. 
Some tried this, and a few were at 
once dashed to death. A heartrending 
incident took place at this juncture. 
Poor Mrs. Gruit and her two children 
were in imminent danger. It was in 
the midst of this danger that the 
woman gave birth to a baby. The 
four—infant and all— 

WERE BURNT TO DEATH. 
Her husband saved himself and one 
child. At last the death-roll was 
partially made up. The fire itself was 
soon out, and comparatively little 
damage was done. One by one eleven 
bodies was brought out from the 
smoking pile, seven had killed them- 
selves by jumping from the windows. 


(WORKING ON THE SWEATING SYSTEM.” 

Nobody knows how the fire com- 
menced; but within fifty seconds from 
the first alarm the firemen were on the 
spot. Repeated alarms brought fifteen 
companies of firemen within five 
minutes. By that time no sound ofa 
human being came from the crackling 
débris, where nearly two hundred people 
were known to have been shortly be- 
fore. ‘They were tailors, mostly Poles, 
Jews, and foreigners. 

THE RULING PASSION TO THE LAST. 

Altogether twenty personsfell victims 
to the flames. Some of the Jews who 
reached the ground in safety madly 
returned to the burning premises to 
save their goods. ‘These met the out- 
coming throng, and a dreadful struggle 
followed in the passage way, which 
became instantly and fatally blocked. 


NEAT ANECDOTE OF 
GLADSTONE AND BRIGHT BY 
THE LATE FRANK HOLL. 


“Ong who knew him” tells a good 
anecdote of the late eminent painter, 
Frank Holl, R.A. :— 

“ When he was painting the portrait 
of Mr. Bright he incidentally men- 
tioned that he was about to perform 
the same operation on Mr. Gladstone. 
‘It must be a very painful thing for 
you, Mr. Bright,’ he hazarded, ‘ that 
after all these years you should have 
found cause to sever your connection?’ 
‘Indeed, it is,’ responded Mr. Bright, 
with a sigh; ‘to think that after we 
have trodden the same path together, 
shoulder to shoulder and hand in hand, 
we should be forced apart in the even- 
ing of our lives! And by what? By 
a bogey that has risen up within him, 
and is beckoning him away from duty 
and sense—by a Frankenstein. Do 
you know, Mr. Holl, I seriously fear 
that my dear old friend’s mind has 
really become radically undermined ?’ 

“ When he was at Hawarden, paint- 
ing Mr. Gladstone, the subject of the 
artist’s portrait of Mr. Bright cropped 
up. ‘Ah!’ said Mr. Gladstone, with 
much interest, ‘and how did you find 
him?’

The young lady had con- 
cluded her performance in the den, 
and was presenting the revolver 
which she had just discharged at the 
head of an animal named Flora, 
when the beast struck her with its 
paw, inflicting a serious wound in the 
lady’s hand. At this moment further 
mischief was averted by the keeper; 
who sprang forward and dealt the 
lioness a blow with his whip, which 
sent ‘‘Flora’’ to her corner growling 
fiercely. In the meantime the lady 
beat a retreat and had her injuries 
attended to by a doctor. The me- 
nagerie was crowded at the time, an 
great excitement was caused by the 
incident. It is understood that the 
performer will still continue her feats 
amongst the lions, but it has been 
deemed prudent to suspend the per- 
formances with the serpents in conse- 
quence of their hostility to the wild 
beasts,
